LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  Now  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  May  15  states  as  follows: 

"Lack  of  buying  demand  featured  nearly  all  staple  cotton  markets  in 
New  England  during  the  past  week,  and  trading  was  very  limited  everywhere, 
being  limited  to  small  odd  lots,  at  more  or  less  irregular  prices.  Despite 
lack  of  inquiry,  however,  price  quotations,  for  the  most  part,  held 
unchanged  from  a  week  ago,  and  In  some  cases  there  was  a  slightly  firmer 
tendency  in  cotton  merchants'  attitude,  attributable,  they  said,  to  a  very 
much  stiff er  price  attitude  encountered  in  the  various  Southern  concentration 
points. 

*  *  * 
"Sporadic  buying  interest  in  low  grade  Pima  cotton  has  been  reported, 

and  sales  of  threes  and  fours  in  odd  quantity  have  been  made  around  22  cents. 
Number  threes'  are  offered  in  some  quarters  at  24  to  25  cents,  but  the  buyers 
will  not  pay  that  much.    Number  twos  are  nominally  quoted  at  27  cents  and 
number  ones  at  28  to  29  cents,  but  no  buyers  have  appeared  willing  to  pay 
that  high. 

"One  of  the  tire  fabric  companies  is  supposed  to  be  in  the  market  for 
Egyptian  uppers,  but  the  price  offered  was  around  21  to  2lJ  cents,  just 
under  what  any  of  the  large  houses  will  consider.    Virtually  no  interest 
is  reported  in  Sakellaridis  cotton  and  quotations  are  not  being  kept  up 
to  date.
